QZ QL - Z88 File Transfer Program 
Review by Dave Bennett 


In order to archive 288 BASIC 
programs on the GL disk drives I 
decided to try the Q&Z QL - 288 
file transfer program from Sector 
Software. 


This arrived 
ordered it. The 
of a GL microdrive cartridge with 
the program on it and a cable to 
go between the GL and the Z88. 

I discovered that the cable was 
configured for SER1 on the GL. No 
problem. I simply changed the 
serial device in the program from 
SER2 to SERI. Pressing °P? gives 
you a settings menu called the 
Panel. The settings menu on the Z88 
is also called the Panel. You can 
change the GL memory device, baud 
rates, serial port and turn the 
screen on or off. File transfers go 
faster with the screen off. I made 
sure that the QL and Z88 were set 
to the same settings. Gn the 288 I 
make sure XON/XOFF was set to NO as 
hardware handshaking is used in the 
cable.

There is a choice in the main 
menu to translate carriage returns 
between the 8L and the 288. Early 
on I discovered that files 
transfer best with this off. 


QZ interfaces with the 288 
Import/Export program. You have 
the same menu choices as 
Import/Export such as 'S' for send 
file, 'R! for read or receive 
file, 'B' for batch receive and 
'E' to send endbatch code. 


The main menu in @Z also has 
some QL file maintenance options. 
You can rename a file, copy a file 
to printer. kill or delete a file 
and view a file. You can view a 
directory of a &L memory device. 
The last option is Quit to BASIC. 


Now I sent some files back and 
forth between the two machines by 
typing 'S' and filename on the 


sending machine and IR? and 
filename on the receiving machine. 
I could transfer files both ways 
with no problem. Any kind of tile 


could be sent too. I could even 
send BASIC programs. I sent a Z88 
BASIC program to the QL and back 
to the 288. The program loaded 


into BBC BASIC and ran. QZ does 
not use an error correcting 
protocol but somehow it works and 
works well. The transfers are also 
fairly quick. It is much faster 
than the terminal program I was 
using. 


fou can also use the batch 
file facility of Import/Export. 
You select ’B’ for batch receive 
on the GL. Now you select send 
from the Import/Export menu. For a 
filename select something with 
wildcards. :RAM.X//X* will send all 
the files on the Z88 to the QL. 
:RAM.1//* will send all the files 
on :RAM.1 to the QL. The @L will 
beep every time it has received a 
file. When the files are all sent 
select endbatch on the Z88 to send 
the endbatch code to the @L. You 
can also send batch files from the 
SL to the Z88. You can send more 
than one file at a time by 
choosing a filename with wildcards 
on the GL. 


There are some additional 
programs on the microdrive to 
translate between Pipedream and GL 
Archive files. I have version 2 of 
the software. I could not get 
these programs to work. At best I 
could transfer the Archive file to 
Pipedream. The file had a lot of 
garbage in it which could have 
been edited out with Pipedream. 


The documentation mentions 
that Psion withheld the Archive 
storage format from the author. 
The author is working this out by 
hand so QZ will be able to make 
these conversions soon. The author 
will provide an update. 


I am very pleased with this 
software. It is the best means I 
have found so far for backing up 
Z88 files on the GL. It does the 
job very well and reasonably fast. 
QZ sells for aproximately $49 from 
your favorite GL and Z88 dealer.
